Cairo, June 12 (7P) — Charges of violations by both sides 


threatened to blow up Palestine's powder-keg truce today. 


"The Arab governments reserve the right of quick action in 


reply to criminal Zionist attacks," an Arab League note to the 
United Nations mediator, Count Folkc Bernadotte, warned. An 
Arab League representative routed the mediator out of his bed be- 
fore dawn to give him the message. 


The Jews also warned that violations would provoke Jewish 


counterattack, and they charged the truce, now in its second day, 
had been broken in several Palestine sectors. 


Bernadotte and his aides left Cairo by plane early today for the 


Greek,island of Rhodes, by way of Trans-Jordan and Jerusalem, to 
begin preparations for peace talks.

Most of tile major agricultural

The House Agriculture Commit- 


tee rushed the bill to the floor in 
an apparent, effort to block a ses- 
sion-end fight over a long range 
farm program. 


House farm leaders believe the 
Senate will go along with their 
extender bill, rather than get em- 
broiled at this late hour in battle 
over the permanent price support 
bill drafted by the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee.

PURPOSE OF PROPAGANDA 


The nesv congressional inquiry into the 


"Voice of America." radio propaganda in- 
strument of the Department of State, has 
turned up evidence of shallow thinking in 
the preparation of some of its scripts.

cism should be applied generally, as only 
small samples of the script materials have 
been subjected to scrutiny. 


Some of the scripts brought before Con- 


gress sound as though they were written 
with no end in view except to occupy an 
alloted span of radio time, The ones which 
attracted the ire of Congress obviously would 
not contribute much to the cause of interna- 
tional understanding, 


If the government Is going to sponsor 


radio broadcasts to other countries, pay for 
them with public funds, there should be a 
definite purpose in view, one which is for 
the public interest. The programs should 
help other people to understand the United 
States, should seek to foster good will. 


The achievement of such aims requires 


careful and thoughtful program preparation. 
It cannot be done with superficial enter- 
tainment. 


WORLD'S BIGGEST EYE 


In the dedication address for the world's 


largest telescope, the new Hale telescope at 
Mount Palomar observatory in California, it 
was suggested that the instrument 
might 


some day find use as a weapon of war. 


In putting forth this idea, Raymond B. 


Fosdick. president of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, pointed out that the development of 
the atomic bomb really began with the con- 
struction of an atom-smashing machine for 
the University of California. No one thought 
of it as a possible beginning of a new weapon 
of war. but no one, suggested Mr. Fosdick, 
can predict the consequences of knowledge. 


Astronomers, and other scientists who use 


information gathered by study of the stars, 
are eager for the new facts they hope this 
big telescope may bring to their laboratories. 
The startling thought of turning it to the 
uses of war may help us to realize what an 
extravagantly wasteful thing war is, how 
much it delays and hampers constructive en- 
terprise.

edge are unpredictable. It Is about time that 
knowledge should find a way to get along 
without wars.

SKIN CANCKK EASILY RECOGNIZED 


It is not hard to understand why cancer of the 


stomach may bo present without the patient know- 
ing It If the patient does feel an occasional ache 
or his appetite begins to fail, he usually does not 
consult his doctor; and even if he does consult his 
doctor, he makes light of his symptoms and the doc- 
tor may not suspect cancer. 


However, now that all cancer organizations are 


telling us how successfully early cancer can be 
treated, the earliest sign of cancer of the stomach- 
lack of appetite, loss of weight—should make pa- 
tient and physician suspect cancer in a patient of 
middle ngi.\ 
While patient and physician can be excused for 


not rccogni/ing stomach cancer, there is really no 
excuse why skin cancer should go untreated until 
serious damage, if not death, occurs, 


In a special article on cutaneous (skin) cancer 


in the "Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion," sponsored by the Association and the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society, Dr. Henry E. Mlchclson, Min- 
neapolis, states that as a large percentage of cutan- 
eous cancer occur on the exposed parts of the body 
there should be little difficult in recognizing them. 
"The ease with which specimens for microscopic 
study can be obtained makes diagnosis easy." 


Despite the fact that skin cancer can be so eas- 


ily recognized, thousands of skin cancers are missed 
because the simple microscopic test is not made. 
Delay in not recognizing Hncl treating early skin 
cancer allows the "innocent" growth to reach the 
stage whore operation or other treatment will not 
be of any help. 


Another point is that even if a growth has been 


present for years, when we reach a certain age jt 
may develop into cancer. "One should never mere- 
ly watch a tiny growth because it is small and not 
causing any trouble. This is the ideal time for 
treatment." 


The .thought, then, is that there should be no 


careful watching or waiting about any growth In 
the skin; it is or is not cancer. If cancer, then 
early treatment—radium, X-ray or surgery—should 
be given immediately.

Rumely was found guilty on 
Dec. 8, 1920 and took his case to

viction. Later, Oct. 23, 1923, the 
U. S. Supreme Court refused to 1 
review the case. Rumely had been 
sentenced to serve a year and a 
day. 


Powerful 
forces then brought 


pressure on President: Coolidge for 
a pardon. On Jan. 24, 1924, Frank 
Munsey bought the N. Y. Mail to 
combine with the Telegram, and 
on March 5, another publishing 
venture was set up under Rum- 
ely's direction with capital sup- 
plied by several leading Americans ; 
and a German industrialist. 


Four years after his convic- 


tion, Rumely was st.iU out on a 
stay of execution. But on March 
13, 1924, things went wrong and 
Coolidge refused him a pardon, 
though under pressure he did coin- 
mute his sentence from a. year 
and a day to one year, thereby 
making him ineligible for Atlanta.

in the Michigan City, Ind., peni- 
tentiary for murder. Rumely ad- 
mits having paid Stephenson a 
visit in jail, and also admits that 
he and the former Klan leader 
were associated in publishing a 
maga/.ine together. One article ap- 
pearing in the magazine, under 
Stephenson's name, has all the 
earmarks of having been ghost- 
written for him by Rumely.

Miller Completes 
25 Years With 
Fire Department 


Marshall G. Miller 
this week 


completed a quarter' century as 
superintendent of this city's fire 
alarm system. He was appointed 
to that position on June 6, 1923. 


During his tenure, Miller has 


proved to be nn efficient, r«sourc«- 
1'ul and capable 'alarm system sup- 
erintendent and has saved the 
city a great amount of money by 
his ability to plan, construct and 
maintain parts of the system, Fire 
Chief Joseph L. 
Murphy com- 


mented today. 


Miller, a native of Kingston, 


first became connected with the 
local fire department as a younR 
man with 
his 
appointment on 


November 7, 1914, as an emer- 
gency man. Before that he had 
worked short periods as lineman 
with the New York Telephone 
Company, on the old U. & D. Rail- 
road as signal maintainer and 
with the old American Gas & 
Electric Company. 


H"e began his work on the fire 


department under the then fire 
alarm superintendent, Harry Legg, 
on the Gamewell Company sys- 
tem, installed here in 1896. 


On March 1, 1916, Miller was 


appointed a permanent fireman, 
assigned to fire alarm work. Be- 
sides Legg, other superintendents 
under whom 
he 
worked 
were 


Henry Elting nd Richard Elmen- 
dorf. 


Kingston's present system was 


installed 10 years ago under Mil- 
ler's supervision. 
He drew the 


plans, set up the zoning system 
and constructed the switchboard 
and control board, which, accord- 
ing to Chief Murphy, are superior 
to those which were on the mar- 
ket at the time. 


Before starting construction on 


the two boards, Miller submitted 
his drawings 
to 
the 
National 


Board of Fire Underwriters, where 
they met with immediate 
ap- 


proval, Chief Murphy said. 
In laying out the present sys- 


tem, Miller not only provided for 
100 call boxes, but also set up a 
system of 400 additional "imagi- 
nary boxes," or location numbers. 
Few persons are acquainted with 
the fact that almost every street 
corner in Kingston has a location 
number, even though there is no 
flre alarm call box. 


In the event of a. fire where 


additional equipment is needed at 
a place distant from an existing 
box, 
the 
appropriate 
location 


number may be struck on the 
alarm bells and equipment will 
be sped to the location without 
awaiting a telephone call or with- 
out first going to an existing box 
to receive instructions. 


Another problem which Miller 


solved was in designing and con- 
structing a date-time stamp that 
records the time at which a box 
alarm is sounded. He was re- 
quested to do this by Chief Mur- 
phy, who said that the exact time 
that a box is "pulled" would be 
of benefit in solving cases of false 
alarms or arson. 


During the second World War, 


Miller designed and built an air 
raid warning signal, which was 
installed in the state quarry near 
the municipal stadium, and which 
proved very effective. 
He has been called upon many 
times during his off-duty hours 
to do trouble shooting on alarm 
systems and to give advice in in- 
stalling new systems throughout 
the state. 
On May 7, 1942, he was pre- 


sented with a ring in recognition 
of his 26 years of service with the 
fire department. 
Th« ring was 


presented by Chief Murphy on 
behalf of the local firemen. 


Miller resides at 62 Wrentham 
street with his wife, Clara Every 
Miller. He is a member of Ron- 
dout Lodge No. 343, F. ft A. M. 
and of the Uniformed Firemen's 
Association, Local 461.

spade trick with the king and 
led a diamond. When West played 
low she won in dummy with th« 
jack of diamonds and led the 
king. 
West won thin trick and 


led back the jack of spades. Again 
Mrs. Wallace refused to hold up, 
winning with the ace of spades. 


Then she cashed her two good, 


diamonds and played the king of 
clubs. When West dropped th« 
ten, she knew she was on the way 
to victory. She led a small club 
to the ace, West showing out, so 
Mrs. Wallace led a spade from 
dummy, throwing West in. He 
cashed his good spades but then 
was forced to lead a heart int« 
the ace-queen.
